THE CLAIMS ARE NOT ANTICIPATED 

Claims 108-111, 116, 117, 133, 137 and 138 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by EP 0312814 (EP '814). Claims 135, 136, 139 and 140 stand rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Levine et al., PNAS USA, 90:12040-12044, 1993. 
Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection.
